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jfrs. Boyce Convicted for the Murderof Calvert Johnson.

AN INSTRUCTIVE RESUME.

Th« Wealthy Trader Barbarously Strangled
While Sleeping.The Beautiful Ignoramus
Ensnaring the Young Merehant.Recoveryof the Stolen Booty.Satanic

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male Fiend.Her Sentence for
the Crime.Five Tear*

in the Penitentiary.

Chicago. Feb. 4,1873.
A remarkably Interesting trial of a woman for

morder baslast closed in toe Cook comity CriminalCourt. The social position of the victim, the
circumstances of the deed and the mystery envel-oping it have all added to the general excitement
accompanying such cases, till onr city has been
looking with intense Interest at its progress, and
awaited its conclusion with anxiety. The victim
was Calvert n. Johnson, of Cleveland, Ohio, son of
Beth W. Johnson, a shipowner of immense wealth .

- and influence, and a mau highly esteemed at his
home. The son was a ilne-looklng, genteel, popularyoung man, of remarkable business talent,
and generally respected tor his pure characterand many virtues. He was engaged
with bis lather in shipping and in
coal and grain speculations, and held considerable
property In his own right. He formerly was engagedin business in Buffalo, leaving there in
1889 and going Into a general partnership with his
father. Soon aiter the great Are he came to Chicagowith a vessel bearing his own name, intendingto buy a cargo ot grain for shipment eastward,

k aud bearing on his person considerable money in
bonds, endorsed notes, checks and a letter of
credit from a Cleveland bank for an unlimited
sum. During the confusion incident upon the Are
ho was unable to obtain rooms at a hotel as suited
his taste and habits, and was compelled
to take lodgings la a tenement house
on Madison street, kept by a woman
named Boyce, bis alleged murderess. He toek his
meals at the Sherman House, and was actively engagedin speculations on 'Change, buying and sell-Ing, as is supposed, to bis advantage. Ho was intimatelyassociated with several prominent businessmen here, with whom he had large transactions.On ihe morning of the 1st of December he
was

FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED,
With marks of violence upon his person. Upon

. Ill8 throat were discoloration, showing that a
hand had been applied to It, and upon his side was
a large bruise, as if made by a boot or a severe
blow from a flat. His diamond Jewelry, which was

very valuable, was undisturbed, and the papers
and currency In the pockctbook. A drait for
several hundred dollars was missing; also eleven
United States bonds of $soo each were missing.
Two bonas of the same amount were lound,
badly mutilated, In his boot. Notice was

given to tne Coroner by Mrs. uoycc that a man had
died In her house suddenly, with considerable
property in his possession, and the body was removedto the Morgue. She then went to the offices
of the daily papers and gave information that a

stranger, supposed to be from Philadelphia, had
been found dead In his bed, and publication was

made to that effect. The Coroner made a hasty
examination ol the body, found bis lungs somewhat
congested, and upon bis testimony a verdict was

rendered by the jury at the Inquest of death from
congestiou ol the lungs. The matter camu to the
attention of the friends of Mr. Johnson, and his
father was telegraphed Intelligence of the sad

» event. Upon lus arrival here, wuich was some
six days ai>er the event, the tact ol' the missiug
bond.> was discovered and the police employed to
trace them up.

MKS. BOYCB WAS INTERVIEWED
and severely questioned, who said that the deceasedwas an intimate lrieud ol her husband in
Ituit'iiio : tiiut sue had not seeu him for two vcars
uuiil she mut liliu on Madison street one morning;
that they recognized each other, and he accompaniedIter to Iter home, telling her el Ids difficulty In
finding lodging accommodations; that she ottered
him a uoiue with her, which he accepted, ami an

» intimacy immediately sprung up. hlie said that
the eveuing previous to his death he came in about
eight o'clock, quite latoxlcated, complaining of
being uuweli'and 01 suiteruig irom a terrible pain
in his chest; that she gave turn something nourishingto eat and assisted mm in retiring;that she sat
by his bedside until lie slept, when
she leit the house, and did notretarntill late in the evening, when she
retired. She Inrthcr stated to the lather ol young
Johnson that she rose abont seven o'clock in the
morning and went to his room, found the door
locked, and attempted to waken the sleeper oy
rapping violently upon the panels. No answer
was given, and she was frightened. She then
burst in the door and found him dead, with a

ghastly expression ol the eyes and a frothy month,
ssiie awakened the other lodgers, and aitercousultntionthe police were notified. iSfio denied any
knowledge ol the money ho possessed, or that she
had iinything that ever belonged to lilrn, except
some trinkets he had given tier while alive. Mic
proteased intense grief at his death, and sympathizeddeeply with the mother, who was present.

THE UODY WAS REMOVED
to Cleveland, and a thorough post-mortem examinationmade by Pioiessor Thayer, of Cleveland
Medical College, and his assistant. Professor
Cusscls, 01 the same Institution, made a minute
auaiysis of the stomach, but louud no traces of
pois»n, nor any evidence of the subject having
drank anything of an alcoholic character immediatelyprevious to his death. I'pon dissection It
was louud that the deceased came to his dea^by
strangulation. All the vital organs were healthy
except the lungs and brain, winch were slightly

k congested, aud the windpipe, which Wus filled with
bloody scrum, and highly inflamed; the heart was
half filled wttn stagnant blood, showing that circulationHad ceased suddenly and unnaturally; there
were no traces of alcohol in the brain or veins,
Which was contradictory to the statement Of the
woman.that he was "stupid drunk" when he went
to bed. The story of the doctors was that the blow
on the side produced a momentary insensibility,
when stiangulation was easy.

SUSPICIONS OK FOUL PLAY
were thus strengthened, and the detectives were
set at work. Officer Macv went to Mrs. Havre's
house aud took rooms, lie became intimate with
her. she responding to his advances without urging,
and lie played upon her inemoiy in various ways.
Becoming satisfied that she had the bonds, and
that slieliad obtained tlicin bv the murder 01 young
Johnson, he convinced hiinseli ol her character and
disposition by a neat little game. Taking a brother
detective to her rooms lie Introduced him as a

gentleman Irom New Orleans, an accidental acquaintancewhom he had Invited up to spenu the
evening. Liquor was produced, and tfie New
Orleans party got very drunk.apparently. Cards
were proposed, and gambling result* d. Ihe bust
won, aud the drunken individual lost largely; but
he was "one ol the hoys," and was not ul ail "cut
np" by nis losses. He made a big showing of money
and bonds, and lest recklessly. Macv always woo,
with a hint uow aud then Irom Mrs. lioycc."

A ql'ARUKL SOON ENSUED
between the irn inrsti-i s. mid Mrs. liovce told Macv
to leave, ne leit, and t lieu she began her operation*ou the New Uru-uns parly hy encouraging littn
to UrinK and urging liiui to may the night with her;
he return u, aud alter much ditllculty leit the house.
Aa lie puasetl out the door tue womau saw Macy
standing in the street ami following the stranger
an he staggered to his hotel. Alter an hour or more
Macy returned with the bonds and money the
stranger had shown and the watch he had worn,
saying that lie had knocked lilia down In the burucu
district and obtained tnc booty. The wotnan believedthw story and demanded as hare Of the "pot."
Macy said he would have the bonds changed to currencyin the morning and would divide with her
then. In the morning papers appcuicd an item, as
reported irom headquarters, concerning a man by
the name the New Orleans party had given, who
had been knocked down and robbed the evening
previous. A man of Macy's appearance was describedas the assailant, and he read the item, with
the description, to the woman in the morning. She

Macy was greatly alarmed and leit the house, returningabout evening, with Ills face shaven and

hia appearance altered. lie was cordially welcomedby Mrs. Boyce, but had not been In long
when a policeman canie In, nnd was told by the
Woman that Macy was "the m$n." Macy was then
formally arrested and taken to the police station,
where an understanding was soon arrived at ana
the prisoner released.
Soon after this little ruse Mrs. Boyce was arrestedfor larceny, indicted and brought to trial.

During her Imprisonment before tho trial Macy
railed upon her a> the jail, still In the capacity of a
friend ami accomplice, questioned her about the
circumstances 01 young Johnson's death and her
own imprisonment, fene aaid tliev were going Pi
try her lor larceny, and sho was afraid she would
be arrested ior Murder, and that she didn't want
to he tried for murder. Hlie becked Maey to secure
per release and act her out m town, lie promised
to try to do tlita,S}>q| never made the attempt. At
the time of ncr arre-t her premises were
marched, and two ef the misatnR bands, iden««

tilled by tbohr numbers, found In the mattresa of
ler bed.. Ekt claimed that they had been Riven to
her by young Johnson to support a child of Ms
which was at that time tour months old. and with
her mother at Ktreraido, a suburban village. Believingher own statement that she had not met
Johnson for two years, this story was considered
pretty "thin." On her trial lor larceny the Jury
disagreed, standing two to ten for conviction, but
she was Immediately ludlcted tor murder and
throwa Into prison, where Bite lias been far nearly
a year. Her case came up for trial several times,
hut was continually postponed by pettuogglng, so
peculiar to New York and Chicago courts. Finally
a Judge or judicial uualiflcatious took the criminal
bench and denied all motions lor further postponements.

THE TRIAL BEGAN
onMondaylast and continued until to-day. Charles
M. Heed, States Attorney, conducted the prosecution,assisted by Samuel E. Ailsms, of Cleveland.
The deienee was made by Messrs. Van Huren and
Adams, who made the most 01 their meagre case.
The prosecution brought the medical gentleman

from Cleveland who made the post-mortem examination.to ahow that the deceased caine to his
death by violence by strangulation, and that congestionor the lungs in a person of such
robustness was a redactio ad ahsurdum.
Also tne evidence of some saloon loafers, who testl-
u«u kuith »»« cbiiki inn) me "v\ igwatu," a "wreako:-Day"nouse, a'ter midnight the day of the murderwith her drees greatly disordered, her hair
dishevelled and her manner greatly excited, proclaimingthat she had a dead man in her
house, -the prettiest corpse you ever saw,"
and wanted the crowd to go and look at It. The
crowd did not go. She went Into another saloon,
asking wildly lor "her Billy," lor she wanted him
to help her. They gave the statements of the detectiveand put her own ston In evidence, with Ita
Irregularities and contradictions; also the testimonyof two men, who lodged at the same place,
and who heard noise during the night that indicateda straggle.

T1IE DEFENCE
produced the Coroner who made the first postmortem,and who pronounced congestion as the
cause 01 death, and the testimony or other lodgers,
who said that young Johnson was in the midst of a
spree at the time of his death, and the evidence of
experts that ho died of acute congestion. The defencewas weak, but the attorneys made the most
ol it
For rebuttal the prosecution brought testimony

that Johnson was not in the halilt ef drinking, did
not drink while he was here, and luriherinore the
testimony ol the doctors, that there was no alcohol
in the system when the post-mortem was made.
The arguments were tedious and exhaustive, and

occupied the most of two days. The case was
Anally given to the jury, who, alter remaining out
over Ave hours, returned a verdict ol manslaughter,Axing the punishment, as is required by law in
tills state, at live years in the Penitentiary. A
motion for a new trial was entered, which will be
argued next week.

MRS. BOYCE
is a voluptuous creature; rather Ane looking and
quite attractive In her merrier moods. Hhe is of
pure Irish blood and bears the features of her race.
Her character Is none of the best, and during her
lite here she has becu known as the mistress of one
Bimnson, a notorious character. An old schoolfellowand playmate was brought from Ireland to
testify to her character, bat was not pot upou the
stand ior fear the testimony weuUl be excluded, as
was that of a Buffalo gentlemau who attempted to
tell of her career in that city. The Imported witnesswas secured at a great expense to Mr. Johnson,who has had the mystery penetrated to its
possible conAncs and could have told the
Ceurt an Interesting story. The prisoner
was born of poor but dishonest parents,
and In her youth is described to have been
remarkably beautllul. While walking in Dublin
Park one day she started a Uirtation with an
American traveller, which was continued for some
time, and Anally resulted In an intimacy and an
elopement. The pair catue to tins country, wcro
married, and li\o<i together lor six years, when the
cup was drunk to the dregs. The dregs were bitter,and a separation took place In Buffalo in 1809.
The husbaud,

MR. BOYCB,
is spoken of as a highly respectable gentleman, or
wealth aud position, whose life was made wretched
by that one mistake.the passion of the Park. He
lived with the woman as long he could tolerate
her, aud left iter to go to California or some other
distant location, unknown, except by a few Intimatefriends. The husband's iligiit was the
wife's freedom, and she accepted the situation
with a great deal ! satisfaction. Living far a
tima in l(tift'nIn urith u (rrput. shnv nf rAunpptuhilitv
she came and went with her former companions
and Iter husband's friends, as a wronged and injuredwoman; but the mist soou evaporated, and
iter shame published itself. She kept gof%g deeper
and deeper till the Summer of 1871 found her lteeplughouse in this city as the mistress 01 a papular
sport. Then came the fire, the upsetting at her
affairs, the lodging house and the Johnson murder.

SHE 18 AN llABITl AL OPIUM EATKK,
and drinks recklessly when she can get brandy.
Her prison life has irritated her aud iudaaied her
passions. At one momeut she will be amiable, artluland fondling, at the next she will tly into a
furious rage, tear her clothing and attack her attendants.She is grossly ignorant and can neither
read nar write, although she is quite genteel, and
well versed and practised in the courtesies of society.

ARSON IN BROOKLYN.

Arrest of it Hopeful Trio of House Burners.TheyAdmit Having Burned One
Structure and Are Saspected of Series
of Similar Crimea.
"When rogues fall out," Ac., the old axiom, has

been verified with regard to a trio of alleged house
burners in Brooklyn. David Dowd, a young man,
of rather questionable repute according to report,
cnargud Irving Smith with having stolen a breastpinfrom him. Detective Corr, of the fourtli precinct,arrested Smith, at which the latter grew revengeful,and turned upon the complainant, his
former comrade in crime. He stated to the detectivethat Dowd and one Eugene Small had been
the incendiaries who fired the barn'belonging to
Mr. Kills, on Dodworth street, the night before
election, November last. The loss occasioned
was upwards of three thousand dodars.
lie also said that Dowd had admittc'd to
him that he had been engaged in horning several
structures. Among others was the buyding No.
1,008 Lafayette avenue, and also one in the street
where Dowd lives, near Bush wick avenue; one in
nt&I li UMUCI'f UCAl muaunnj. h-diciuuj mix; inirv

oners were taken before Chief of Tollce Campbell,
at headquarters, where Dowd acknowledged that
he had set fire to the atable in question, but denied
any further participation In acts of incendiarism.
When asked by the Chief

by setting fire to the barn, he said that there was a

row of frame houses near by, and that if the wind
should blow that way the buildings would eatch
lire, when they could rob the domiciles, a number
of incendiary Urea occurred in Brooklyn and In eho
suburbs in November lust, and the Hoard of Pollco
oirered a reward of $260 lor the apprehension of
the incendiaries.

Thla was about eleven o'clock. We then ran
away np Broadway to Ore no avenue and ilience
to Stuyvesant, to Do Kalb and back to tne fire
again. I asked hlin to come lip to Uein to put tne
fire silt., and lie did so. I got on top or the stable
imiiI poured iMil In of water on it, and tie was on top
of another stable with a hose In his hand. Then
we went up Dodworth street to Hroadway. He
said to me, "I wish the wind blew this way so as
to catch the building on lire." Wo then went
home.

The next fire he made was under a stoop In T.afayetteavenue. No. l.uos. lie came around the

next day and sain, "Uld you hear about tiie die?"
I replied. "Yea. You did not have anything to do
wltli It?" He said, "Yes, I did. Myself ami two

hay and put that under the stoop, then took off
the blinds and the wooden gate and put them underthe stoop, loo, and set all on tire." I think he

The prisoners were locked up to appear for examinationon Saturday next.
